More Than Guns Needed.

Every soldier has an ear open for 
the latest rumor—and there is one 
every few minutes—and a deep curi- 
osity as to the immediate future Of 
his troop, but there Is no answer to 
the question. 'When do we go?' And 
the constant repetition of this ques- 
tion has had but one result, a special 
order, prohibiting the discussion of 
:probnbilities as to when we will take 
over a stretch of line. It is a pun- 
ishable offense for an officer to de- 
bate with his men, for example, the 
question. 
Of one thing only am I 


certain—that the United States will 
not start until everything is ready. 
I used to think that all an army had 
to do was to march up to the firing 
line and go to it but this trip has pro- 
duced realization of the elaborate 
preparation necessary before we even 
begin to fight.

Learn to Be Careful. 


The details given at inquests on the 


victims of previous raids with the com- 
prehensive instructions issued by,the 
authorities have given him a new sense 
of the danger of carelessness. The in- 
structions issued, which deal under 
different heads' with action during 
raids, that cover the subject from tak- 
ing cover to how to remove powder 
from unexplbded tombs, unlike the 
usual official publication, make an eas- 
ily understood document. It might al- 
most be said to be the most lucid doc- 
ument ever issued by a government de- 
partment.

of these can be seen around London. . 


The fortunate possessor of a house 


with n basement has found no lack of 
visitors since raid warnings have been 
ssned, while houses possessing good 
cellars have been also used as havens 
of refuge. 


The need of shelter has brought to 


Ight curious structures around Lon- 
lon. During the last raid the police 
had to close a tube station owing to 
he number of people seeking shelter 
and directed the refugees to a neigh- 
ioring tenement building. The visitors 
vere conducted under the building and 
were astonished to find themselves in 
he garbage dump. The vaults under 
a great furniture depository made ac- 
commodation for over l.SOO . people, 
who spent their c-nforred Inaction sit- 
ing round in purl3<"; on old ledgers in 
he store. In the vaults of a factory 
twrdering a canal several hundred 
pieople waited for the "AH Clear" no-
